A business deal was completed on

Manufacturing company of Haverhill 
Mass., secured the lease of. the great 
plant of the Portsmouth Shoe com- 
pany on. Islington street, from the 
trustees of the Jones estate. The lo- 
cation of the new firm in $his city, 
however, is dependent upon the ac- 
tion of the city councils in> the mat- 
ter of exemption from taxation for a 
term of years. 


The Herald, it will 
be 
remem- 


bered, stated some months ago that 
thei Gale company wanted the local 
factory and negotiations have been 
in progress ever since that time, 
ending in the consummation of yes- 
terday. The firm is a large one, op- 
erating factories in Milton and Hav- 
erhill, and its latest move means 
much for the business interests of 
Portsmouth. A greater ' nuimber of 
hands will undoubtedly be employed 
in the factory than, «ver before in its 
history and the present force will, of 
course, be increased many times ov- 
•er. 


Thei Gale Shos Manufacturing com- 


pany has no business connection with 
Gale Brothers of Exeter and the lat- 
ter firnx is not interested in the pres- 
ent transaction. Many people have 
believed that the Exeter company 
was attempting- to secure control of 
the local plant, but the trustees in 
charge of the property have never- 
had 
any negotiations 
with 
Gale 


Brothers. 


Gen. Stephen H. Gale of Exeter 


sent a telegram to the Herald on 
Wednesday evening, 
congratulating 


Portsmouth on toer good 
fortune. 


Gen. Gale is not personally interest- 
ed in the matter, however, except so 
far as suchi interest may be aroused 
by thei fact that John E. Gale, the 
principal stockholder of the Haver- 
hill company, is his brother. The lat- 
ter lived in this city in 1860 and a 
few years thereafter, andi was at one 
time a student at Portsmouth High 
school. He is, therefore, merely re- 
turning to has old home after a long 
absence. 


It is highly improbable that there 


will be any objection to exempting 
the plant from taxation and as soon 
as this formality has been disposed 
of, the factory will be put in active 
operation. The lessors will put it In 
first class condition, making such re- 
pairs as may be necessary, and mod- 
ern machinery will be installed. 


Work will be provided for a large 


number of hands and not only will 
the shoemakers of this city be bene- 
fited, bu* many will necessarily be 
imported from other towns, this ad- 
vancing materially the general pros- 
perity of Portsmouth.

ELECTRIC CAR SPRINKLER. 


This System to Be Given a. Trial In 


Salem This Coming Summer. 


* 
This year there will be an innova- 


tion in Salem, Mass., and the work 
of sprtekling upward of eight miles 
of streets will be by an electric car. 
Only one car will be used thl* s«a- 
son, at an expense of $3500, which is 
claimed to be exorbitant by several 
members of the city council in view 
of the mileage sprinkled last season 
for less than $4500. It will cost the 
city flOOO 
to 
instal thirteen 
hy- 


drants 4000 feet apart along the elec- 
tric railroad route. 
Fear is ox- 


pressed by members of the water 
board that the use of the mains fpr 
filling the car. which contains 2000 
gallons, in the schedueld time of 
seventy-five seconds, will result in 
frequent breaks. 


It is proposed to attach a five inch 


nozzle on tne car to a six-inch gate 
ia the main and to force the water 
into the tank as quickly as possi- 
ble 
As many of the smaller pipes 


are only cement lined and have been 
in use thirty-five years it is the judg- 
ment of the 
committee 
on 
water 


works that th« pressure of drawing 
the *vater in such large quantities 
and In so limited a time will result in 
bad breaks. 
This has proved 
the 


case frequently when these old pipes 
are used by the fire department, and 
no better results are expected from 
the electric car sprinkler. 


Another source of trouble conced- 


ed is the strrlng of the water In 
these pipes, which contain more or 
less rusty iron and dirt, and which 
will make the water roily for domes- 
tic use. 


The coiKpaniy |h(at furnishes the 


electric car will pay the street rail- 
road corporation mileage for use of 
the tracks. The car 
will 
be In 


charge of two men and a boy and 
will sprinkle twenty-five feet if neces- 
sary each side of the 
track. 
Only 


one side of a street 
will 
be 


sprinkled at a time, the plan being 
to throw water from the right side 
and wetting the thoroughfare by go- 
ing back and forth over each street 
named in the contract. 


The use of the electric sprinkler 


will put six of the old watering carts 
out of use.

Havana harbor; also of the wrecks 
of the Spanish warships destroyed 
at Marie! and

Santiago. 
Our government has no- 


tified that of Cuba that this country 
has definitely abandoned the wreck 
of the Maine, and as it is an ob- 
struction- in Havana harbor the Cu- 
bans propose to clear it away. Ac- 
cording to the advertised terms the 
conOrsptors afe to own; OTerythlng 
found in the wrecks, and all the ma- 
terial, the bidders to specify what 
they will pay for the privilege of do- 
ing the work of removal; this seems 
to be merely a method of selling the- 
wrecks to the highest bidder, witV 
the proviso that they must be re- 
moved. The method it ia proposed 
to adopt |» the removal of each 
wreck must be stated in each bid, 
and it is specified that explosives 
must not be employed in the removal 
of th<e Maine.

Maine's magazines blew up when 
she was destroyed, and the 
great 


amount of explosive force still in the 
hulk would probably be let loose 
were dynamite •employed to shatter 
the wreck, and If It was all loosed 
at one time the remsult might be 
seriously damaging to the city. How 
the wreck can be broken up without 
the use of explosives, or how it can 
be lifted without being broken' up, is 
something for the contractors to find 
out. That it canmot be blown to 
fragments renders it 
certain' that 


whten it Is removed, whether 
in 


pieces or as nearly whole as the ex- 
plosion left it, one year from now or 
fifty, the shattered forward part will 
by its condition settle 
conclusively 


antt beyond the possibility of future 
dispute the question of whether the 
explosion that destroyed' the battle- 
ship and blew Spain out of Cubs 
was or was not caused by a Spanish 
mine.

Among our ornamental vines that 


good old fashioned climbing shrub, Ly- 
clum cherreuse, or matrimony vine, 
has an expression different from all 
other plants iu its class. With a strong 
liking for a trellis, it has no tendrils 
nor a twining or climbing habit. It baa 
something akin to thorns, but is also 
profuse with beautiful scarlet berries 
in auninm. In habit it is really only 
half vine, its long, slender growths fall- 
ing gracefully from its support, giving 
a peculiarly soft and pleasing effect, aa 
seen in the illustration. 


One of the attractive points of tbe 


matrimony vine is its early and lasting 
leafage. It is green in the spring long

the porch side unless the pendent 
branches are permitted to hang toward 
the house, but from the street the 
effect is one of gra^, softness of tex- 
ture and delicacy oiroloring. 


BeKoniu Culture In a ?jnt«hell. 


It has often been urged by enthusi- 


asts that the begonia as a bedding 
plant is as easy to handle as a potato 
and that the tubers during the winter 
months are just as easy to keep. This 
is true as far as it goes, hut it ia not 
the whole truth. 


The facts are just these: The bego- 


nia is just as easy to handle as the po- 
tato, more sure to flower than the dah- 
lia and much more attractive and 
cheaper than geraniums, provided all 
the conditions are complied with. 


To successfully grow begonias in full 


sunlight or in any exposure the ground 
needs to be thoroughly well cultivated 
and fairly rich. If the position is an 
exposed one during the early stages of 
growth, say during June or July, a con- 
tinuous watering is the essential fea- 
ture. They need to be watered late iu 
the evening, early in the morning, and 
a continuous runuing of the hose on 
the bed during tUe whole of the after- 
noon would not do any harm. In a 
word, the begonia needs a cool, moist 
place for its roots, with a warmer at- 
mosphere for its foliage.—J. W. With- 
ers iu American G ardening. 


Hardy Azuleas. 


During the month of May nearly all 


of what are called hardy azaleas bloom, 
having in mind the northern states 
principally. Beautiful as the flowers 
are, they are often not as satisfactory 
as they might be because of being 
planted in unsuitable places. Azaleas 
ftre naturally shade loving plants, and 
besides this the flowers are far more 
lasting when in partial shade than 
when hi the full sun, yet rarely are 
they seen in other than a situation en- 
tirely exposed to the sun. It is not 
meant that they should be planted di- 
rectly under trees, but in situations 
where large trees or buildings will par- 
tially shade them. It is generally un- 
derstood that azaleas love light soil, 
but this must not be thought to mean a 
poor ous. It has to be light and fine 
because of the threadlike roots these 
plants have, which cannot endure a 
heavy soil.

The practice of thinning fruit baa 


long been known to tbe fruit grower in 
Europe, and off years in frulf with, 
them are almost unknown. Of late 
years tbe practice bas been taken up 
by most of our buceeesful fruit grow- 
ers, and tbe consensus of opinion is 
that thinning pays well. Tbe most suc- 
cessful grower nowadays is not tbe one 
who raises the largest quantity of 
peaches or apples, but tbe one who 
produces the finest and highest quality 
of fruit- Superior fruit cannot be ob- 
tained from a tree that is overloaded 
with fruit. The capacity of a tree Is 
limited, and it cannot be exceeded no 
matter how many fruits may be set. 
If many fruits are set and are allowed 
to remain, the energies of tbe tree are 
spread out over the larger number, 
and few if any will reach tbe limit of 
their possible growth. If, on tbe other 
bund, one-half or two-thirds of tbe 
young fruits are removed, tbe remain- { 
ing ones will have an opportunity to 
develop to a normal size. Moreover, I 
the vitality of tbe tree is greatly pre- 
served by such reduction, since it is 
not tbe size of the fruit that impairs j 
the vitality of the tree, but tbe number 
of seeds which are allowed to mature. 
By removing one-half or more of tbe 
young fruits we do not only make it 
possible for the tree >to produce a lar- 
ger and finer fruit, but we also pre- 
serve the vigor and longevity of tbe 
tree.

Judicious thinning -makes it possible 


in many cases to produce a crop of 
fruit every year and still keep the tred 
in better state of health. Thinning al- 
so tends to produce better colored fruit. 
as It permits the sun to reach many 
places which would otherwise not be 
reached. It also permits a freer circu- 
lation of the air. Thinning will in a ' 
large measure lessen tbe heavy losses 
occasioned by rotting of the fruit. ' 
The fruit will be further apart, and 
there will be little or no chance for the 
fruit to touch each other, making the 
danger of Infection by contact with tbe 
disease or diseases more difficult Thin- 
ning prevents the breaking down of tbe 
trees and tends to keep the shape of 
the trees In orchards more uniform.—

NEW GRAPE TRELLIS. 


Vine* Give a Good Crop, Easily Gath- 


ered and of Pine Qa«lity. 


A pole tr»>His of second hand pipe or 


boiler tubing is figured in New Eng- 
land Homestead, and a correspondent 
says such trellises have given satisfac- 
tion, being easily set up, neat, low cost 
and apparently very durable. The pipe 
was bought of a house wrecking com- 
pany nt 3 to C cents per foot, sizes 1 to 
2 inches across. They come in various 
lengths, but are used as nearly as pos- 
sible In five to six foot pieces, being 
driven two feet into the eartb, which, 
brings the top three or four feet above 
tbe surface. The arm Is of wood 2 by 
8 inches by 4 feet. It Is fastened to the 
pole by a six Inch piece of pipe passing 
tightly through a bole in tbe middle of

the arm and fitting into the top of tbe 
large pipe. Tbe vines are cut back to 
two main branches each winter. Tho 
shoots which bear the fruit start each 
spring and are allowed to swing free, 
according to the principle of the Knif- 
fin system, as in the illustration. The 
vines are cut back to the two arms 
each winter, new growth being substi- 
tuted for the old arms at the same 
time. Vines so treated give a good 
crop, easily gathered and of very fine 
quality aud appearance, and tbe train- 
ing is less work than by almost any 
other method. Tho vines may be culti- 
vated in both directions with no wiies 
to interfere. Iron posts, too, do not har- 
bor insects and fungous growth.
